BLACKS CRY FOR VENGEANCE 


TROOPS PATROL THE STREETS 


OF CARTEKVZLLE. 


Cartervllle, 111., Sept. 18.—Soldiers 


are patrolling the streets and guard- 
ing the mine property against attack 
as a result of the battle in which 
five colored non-union miners were 
killed and two were wounded on 
Sunday. Although all is apparently 
quiet, it is feared that a further out- 
break may come at any moment. So 
fat no arrests of those who partici- 
pated in the shooting 
have 
been 


made. 


No arrests have been made •and 


much difficulty is anticipated in dis- 
covering the identity of the white 
men who did the killing. Hon. 0. 
J. Page, of Metropolis, and Postmas- 
ter James Landen were within twen- 
ty feet of the scene of the riots, which 
began, they state, when one of the 
colored non-union miners fired a 
shot.

war of words and find one shot, the 
bullet piercing the fleshy part of a 
small boy's hand. Miners appeared 
on the scene and the negroes at once 
threw stones at the men, who started 
down the main street of the city. 
They had not gone far before they 
were re-enforced by 
about 
fifteen 


heavily armed men, who at 
once 


opened fire on the negroes. 


A RUNNING FIGHT. 


The negroes ran and were pursued 


by the miners. 
The colored men 


started to follow the switch which 
leads through the edge of the city 
and only one block from the busi- 
ness crater. Three fell dead, riddled 
with bullets from the Winchesters 
of the white miners. Still the pur- 
suit was continued and when only 
one block from the police station an- 
other negro fell. A little farther on 
Sim Cummings fell mortally wound- 
ed. Still the pursuit was made until 
not a negro was in the streets of the 
city, all who lived through the few 
moments of carnage being safe, it 
was thought, within the village of 
Greenville, which surrounds 
the 


Brush shaft. Later, however, two of 
the colored miners were found dead 
near the shaft. Cummings died after 
being taken to the city hall. Two 
others, it is said, received wounds. 


Eye-witnesses to the battle claim 


not more than fifty shots were fired 
and only three of four by the fleeing 
negroes.

THREATEN VENGEANCE. 


At Greenville, the village Inhabited 


by non-union colored miners, news of 
the shooting created great 
anger. 


The negroes were determined on 
vengeance and endeavored to obtain 
rifles from the company's magazine 
to make an attack on the town. 


They were held in check, but may 


yet break from the company's con- 
trol. It they do, Sunday's affair will 
be a minor incident. 


Floyd was the colored man who 


accompanied the first contingent of 
negroes from the south that attempt- 
ed to land at Virden September 25, 
1898, and who addressed the Virden 
people in the public square on the 
evening of September 26. He was 
aim with the contingent that caused 
the fearful battle at Virden October 
12. It is claimed he was brought 
from Pana to Carterville with the 
negroes who are now at work in the 
Brush mines. 


LONG EXPECTED. 


Sunday's clash between the white 


union miners and the imported ne-* 
groes had been long expected. The 
negroes were employed at the mines 
of the Big Muddy Coal company. 


The battle occurred shortly after 


noon. But few people were on the 
streets at the. time, many being at 
church and others at dinner. 


Two colored men came into the city 


in the morning, intending, as they 
claimed, to go to the county seat to 
attend church services, there being 
no colored church in the city. 
In 


front of a meat market were several 
union miners whose places had been 
filled at the Brush colliery by the 
negroes. The feeling toward the 
negroes in the city had been intense 
for many weeks and only the pres- 
ence of the state troops had kept the 
opposing parties apart. Words pass- 
ed between the miners and the color- 
ed men left for the mines, claiming 
at they left that they would return 
with help, and as their men knew 
how to shoot and were not afraid, 
they would run the union men out 
of the city. 


THIRTEEN CAME IN A BODY. 
A few hours later thirteen negroes 


were seen coming down the highway 
that leads from the Brush mine into 
the city. They passed through the 
city and to th< railway station, which

ing. Meyers left and in a few min- 
utes Sullivan came in with a $25 
note and said that he was going to 
Chicago and needed the money, which 
was paid over to him without any 
questioning. It wasn't long 
after 


Sullivan left that 
Mr. Luhrman 


knew that he had cashed a worthless 
check. The same story was told at 


ing, hut instead this notice was post- 
ed in a front window: "Bank closed 
pending the arrival of an examiner."

Willis Howard, general manager of 
the Cuban industrial relief fund, and 
who has recently returned 
from 


Cuba, says: 


"Cuba is in a pitiful state. Instead 


of a rainy season, Cuba has had a 
drought. Not since 1844 has there 
been 
such 
long continued 
dry 


weather during the summer. The re- 
sult has been disastrous. The United 
States weather bureau reports that 
all small ciops have been luined. 
Sugar cane has been so damaged that 
the crop next year will be less than 
the crop grown this year. The most 
distressing feature of the drought is 
the destruction of the corn crop. Even 
under favorable circumstances, the 
corn crop would have been pitifully 
small, for it was planted in dribblets 
here and there, on the outskirts of 
the towns by poor people who had no 
means of doing any better. 
The 


weather bureau reports show that 
the best corn crops in a few favored 
localities will yield not more than 
15 per cent. 


"On our relief farms we have bet- 


ter crops than those I have seen in 
Cuba, due, no doubt, to the fact that 
we put more labor on the growing 
crop than any one else was able to do. 


"We have one of the fields that 


will give a full crop, another that 
will give three-quarters of a crop 
and a third that will produce from a 
third to a half. 


DESPERATELY DULL. 


"Business in the cities is desperate- 


ly dull. The hotels are empty, res- 
taurants are idle and all small affairs 
are lifeless. 
Large business con- 


cerns are scraping along as best they 
may in the hope that the future of 
the island may be definitely settled. 


"The gradual withdrawal of the 


American troops has materially les- 
sened the amount of money in circu- 
lation. The hectic flush of unreal 
prosperity which many persons mis- 
took for genuine prosperity has died 
out. There can be no return of pros- 
perity in Cuba until the farmers have 
been helped back to their homes. 


"In the country the desolation 


wrought by war and Weyler still 
continues, almost without abatement. 
The big planters have been able to 
do only a little toward the rehabili- 
tation of their properties. They have 
as yet been unable to obtain money 
with which to resume operations. 


"Money will not be forthcoming 


until the present conditions are set- 
tled. The sugar and tobacco growers 
favor annexation as a business meas-

BRITISH STEAMER BROUGHT TO 


WITH SHOT. 


American Gunboat Fires Across the 


Bows of Vessel and Later 


Makes Apology. 


Hong Kong, Sept. 18.—The Ameri- 


can gunboat Fampango has chased 
the British steamer Yuen-Sang from 
Manila to Hong Kong. The gunboat 
sighted the steamer during the night 
of September 13 about thirty miles 
off the north coast of the Island of 
Luzon and suspected that she was a 
filibuster. 


The Pampango fired three shots, 


which the Yuen-Sang 
disregarded 


until the third shell exploded near 
her. She then stopped and the com- 
mander of the gunboat boarded the 
Yuen-Sang, found that he had made 
a mistake and apologized. 


An American gunboat, name un- 


known, followed the British steamer 
Diamente, bound from 
Manila 
to 


Hong Kong. The warship sighted the 
steamer near Subig bay during the 
night of September 16 and whistled 
signals to stop. The signals were 
disregarded and the gunboat 
ran 


alongside the Dimente, getting so 
close that her guns tore away the 
Diamente's outrigging. 


Her passengers were thrown into 


a panic. The gunboat, on learning 
the identity of the steamer, sheered 


off.

The en- 
gine, the caboose and several cars 
were badly damaged in the collision 
and one of the cais was thrown clear 
of the bridge into the liver.

naer Cosier and his fireman and the 
tiainmen on the first section jumped 
and escaped injury. 
The wrecked 


engine is No. 706, one of the large 
Baines locomotives recently placed 
in the service. It will come here for 
repaiis. First reports of the accident 
sr.id three or four men were killed or 
badly injured.

The change 
will be a valuable improvement in 
the tunning of the fast passenger 
trains, but it will be especially valu- 
able in the handling of long, first- 
class freight trains. 


ALL RATES TO BE ADVANCED. 


Although an agreement has been 


made by the railroads and lake lines 
to advance eastbound grain rates on 
a basis of twenty cents to New York, 
to go into effect today, says the In- 
dianapolis Journal, the advance 
is 


not likely to be enforced before Octo- 
ber 1. The delay will be due to the 
Lehigh Vallev, which is unable to 
advance its rates on account of ex- 
isting contiacts with shippers until 
September 25. The general rate situ- 
ation appears quiet, though it is not 
as satisfactory as could be wished. 
Many roads feel that as the volume 
of traffic is very heavy and cars are 
scarce a general 
advance of rates 


would be justified, and it is probable 
before the month expires steps will 
be taken towards raising them. Rates 
on iron ore and steel will undoubted- 
ly be raised before long, but it is said 
to be impossible 
to raise the 
coal 


rates because a number of roads are 
carrying it under contract at fixed 
rates and the contracts will not ex- 
pire until next year. It is reported 
that lumber rates will be higher on 
account of scarcity of that commodi- 
ty, which is sure to be felt soon. 
Contracts have been entered into by 
western mills to supply 500,000,000 
feet to Cecil Rhodes's Cairo-Cape Col- 
ony railroad in Africa, and this will 
keep the supply for American con- 
umption so low that it may be nec- 
essary next year for this country to 
export it. This will cause an in- 
crease not only in lumber rates, but 
also in the price of lumber. As there 
is business in sight to keep the rail- 
icads 
busy for 
the next 
twelve 


months it is reasonable to suppose 
that rates on all classes of goods will 
be higher than usual this fall and 
winter.

have the stores conducted on the co- 
operative plan, the stock to be sub- 
scribed for by the employes of all 
branches. The object of the store is 
not only to reduce prices, but to pro- 
tect men against garnishee proceed- 
ings, which are often instituted to 
collect small accounts and which 
many times cost otherwise faithful 
employes their positions, as on many 
roads a garnishment suit is cause for 
dismissal. 
The stores are not in- 


tended to be money-makers, but if 
profit accrues from their operation it 
will be divided among the stockhold- 
ers. The new plan is to be tried first 
at Chillicothe, 0., the 
divisional 


headquarters of the Baltimore and

grocerymen will be placed in charge 
and their accounts will be subject to 
inspection by a committee of the 
stockholders.

•'German episode" may be handed 
down correctly to the historian of 
the future I present the following 
sketch thereof as it was given to me 
on the deck of the Olympia by Ad- 
miral Dewey himself. Speaking of an 
enterprising biographer 
who had 


written a condensed "life" of the ad- 
miral, the latter said: 
ADMIRAL DEWEY'S VERSION. 
"1 received a biogiaphy of myself 


yesterday from a publisher in the 
United States who wished to know 
whether he had got the facts about 
my life correctly. 
I couldn't afford 


to let it go in the way it was written 
when I received it. It misrepresent- 
ed many incidents—particulaily, for 
instance, my experience with the Ger- 
mans in Manila bay. You were there 
and know all about what happened 
before the eyes of everyone. I was 
maintaining a strict blockade of Ma- 
nila and had to know, of course, the 
charactei and identity of every Ves- 
sel that entered the bay. 
The fact 


that a ship flew the Geiman flag was 
no proof that she was really a Ger- 
man. Consequently, when any ciaft 
came into the bay or moved about in 
it it was not only my right but my 
duty 
to 
-learn 
beyond 
question 


whether she really was what she ap- 
peared to be. In carrying out my or- 
ders my commanding officers acted 
discreetly and tactfully, giving no 
oftense to the naval representatives 
of any power except Germany. I do 
not know why Admiral von Dieder- 
ichs should have felt aggrieve^. 
I 


always attributed his protest \o a 
lack of knowledge of international 
law. This view is borne out by not 
only the circumstances of the case 
but by his note to me, written after 
having received the letter in which 
I denned my attitude 
toward 
the 


warships of other nations, as he in- 
formed me that he should lay my 
letter before the commanding officers 
of other squadions in the bay. 
He 


got small comfort from any of them. 


SUSTAINED BY THE ENGLISH. 
-Captain Clnchester, the senior of- 


ficer present of the British navy, told 
him that I was not only acting with- 
ing my rights, but that I was en- 
titled to a great deal more than I 
had required fiom the foreign cruis- 
ers. As von Diederichs seemed incred- 
ulous Chichester showed him the or- 
ders he had received from the British 
goveinment. in which he was spe- 
cifically notified that he was to as- 
sume no rights of entrance to ports 
under oui blockade unless I should 
be willing to grant them. Von Die- 
derichs wanted to take a copy of 
Chichester's instructions, but the 
captain told him that he had let him 
see them for his personal informa- 
tion only and that he would not al- 
low them to be copied." 


] 
"Admiial. in the story about the 


von Diederirhs affair that I wrote for 
Harpei's Monthly last February 
I 


gave a hearsay account, told me by 
one who, I believed, was in a position 
to know the exact facts. 
I 
have 


learned since that there were some 
inaccuracies in that story. Are you 
willing to let me publish the correct 
version?" 


"You were mistaken," replied the 


admiral, "in saying that 
I 
sent 


Brumby to convey my message. Ad- 
miral von Diederichs sent his flag 
lieutenant to me with a list of com- 
plaints that he wished 
to 
make 


against the way I treated the ships 
under his command. They had ex- 
hausted my patience. I had been for- 
bearing in the extreme and this pro- 
test or complaint was too much. The 
German officer who brought the mes- 
sage was on the after deck, and when 
I had read it I stepped to the door 
of my cabin. He came part way to 
meet me and stood In the doorway. 
As nearly as I can remember my ex- 
act words were: 


" 'What is it you want? Do you 


want war? 
You know what that 


If you do, you can have it 


In five minutes. We are a peaceable 
people, but we have got into a fight 
now and we are ready to go on. If 
necessary we are ready to fight the 
world. 
You may tell Admiral von 


Diederichs that I am blockading this 
bay and that I shall take such steps 
as are the right and the duty of the 
blockading officer.' 


THE SHANGHAI BANQUET. 


"There has been also," contiued the 


admiral, "a good deal of sensational 
talk about the banquet 
given by 


Prince Henry of Prussia in Shaghai. 
It has been reported that I left the 
table because no toast was offered 
the president of the United States 
and that Prince Henry was obliged 
to send me a written apology. 
After 


the toast to the emperor of Germany 
—which, of course, took precedence 
of all other toasts—the health of the 
czar of Russia 
was 
proposed 
by 


Prince 
Henry. 
Now, the Russian 


navy was represented at the banquet 
by two captains only. 
As I was a 


commodore, commanding the Asiatic 
station, I outranked these Russian 
officers and the chief magistrate of 
my country should have been toasted 
before their emperor. The president 
of the United States was toasted, and 
also the emperor of China, although 
there were no Chinese guests present. 
I siid nothing at the time, but there- 
after neither I nor my officers ap- 
peared at any of the entertainments 
where Piince Henry was present. 


"Finally he noticed our 
absence 


and asked why he had not seen more 
of us. 
The gentleman to whom he 


spoke told him that I could not run 
the risk of a similar lack of courtesy 
toward the president again and that 
I was seriously offended. 
The next 


morning Prince Henry came aboard 
the Olympia in civilian clothes to 
call upon me for the purpose of ex- 
pressing his regret at the incident. 
He said he had made 
a 
mistake 


through lack of knowledge of naval 
etiquette and that he hoped I would 
overlook it. I told him not to give 
the matter another thought and we 
parted in the most friendly manner, 
after an interesting and 
agreeable 


conversation. 
There is no founda- 


tion whatever for the statement that 
I have any unfriendly feeling foi 
Prince Henry or Vice-Admiral von 
Diederichs. For that reason the words 
recently put in my mouth implying 
a slur upon Prince Henry and the 
empeior of Geimany were specially 
distasteful to me. I was talking 
without thought of being reported, 
and therefore I cannot recall exactly 
what I did say, but I could not have 
used language of that nature, since 
it did not represent my ideas." 


WANTS THE TRUTH KNOWN. 
Admiral Dewey does not hesitate 


to express privately opinions 
con- 


cerning public questions of great im- 
portance, but he carefully refrains 
from speaking upon matters of inter- 
national interest except upon due re- 
flection. That he should have given 
me the foregoing, with no restrictions 
against its publication, implies that 
he feels that it is time to clear him- 
self of the charge of stirring up ill 
feeling between the United 
States 


and Germany by uttering sneers at 
the German imperial family. 
The 


von Diederichs incident is set right, 
in interest of truth, for the benefit of 
future historians, and publication of 
the exact facts at this late day can 
do no harm to anyone.

ALL IN TBB STATE WILL BE 


OPEN THIS WEEK.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 19.—All 


of the schools in the state will be 
open this week. There are 755,898 
children of school age in Indiana. 
It will require an army of 16,476 
teachers to handle them. 
Of this 


number 10,470 teachers will be in 
the country schools; in the towns 
1.463 will be employed and in the 
city common schools 3,285. 
The 


high schools employ 1,258. Though 
it is generally thought there are 
more women employed in Indiana 
schools than men there is a difference 
of 1,000 i» favor of the latter. The 
women, however, are gaining every 
year. 
The pupils will be gathered 


into 9,754 school houses and the 
teachers' 
salaries 
will 
foot 
up 


$4,762,347. They range from $35 to 
$80 a month. The average length of 
the country schools will be 125 days 
this year, the towns will have an 
average of 143 days and the cities 
178 days. 
The state last year ex- 


pended a total of $7,846,737 on the 
public schools of the state and this 
or more will be required this year. 
The first apportionment of school 
funds by the state ran $1.45 per cap- 
ita. 
The cost of educating children 


in the Indiana common and high 
schools runs not far from $12 a year. 


BOYS PREDOMINATE. 


Of the school children in the state, 


with the whites, the boys greatly 
outnumber the girls, being about 
30,000 ahead. Of the 14,680 colored 
children, the boys have the lead but 
by nineteen. The total enumeration 
shows a falling off of 22,380 since 
last year. This is said to be due to 
a more careful enumeration, and the 
requirement that returns be made 
under oath. The enumeration shows 
there are no colored children of 
school age in fourteen of the ninety- 
two Indiana counties—Brown, Craw- 
ford, Franklin, Fulton, Jasper, La- 
grange, Marshall, Marion, Noble. 
Scott, Starke, Warren, Washington 
and Wells, and Porter and Steuben 
have each but one colored child of 
school age. 


The 
largest 
enumerations 
are 


shown by the following counties 
named relatively: 
Marion, Allen, 


Vanderburgh, Madison, Vigo, St. Jo- 
seph, Grant, and the smallest is Ohio, 
with but 1,417 enumeration. 
Albion 


township, Noble county, is the only 
township in the state without a 
township school. It is a small town- 
ship, and the city of Albion, located 
in it, has city schools to whirh all 
children of the township are ad- 
mitted. 
The trustee collects school 


taxes and turns them over to the 
city. The total school fund of the 
state is about $10,500,000. Of this 
fund $7,799,150.75 belongs to the 
common school fund. The valuation 
of the school property in Indiana is 
$981,376.06. 


LOG SCHOOLHOUSE GOING. 
There are at present but eight log 


school houses left in Indiana. Of 
the 10,053 structures eighty are en- 
tirely of stone, 4,730 of brick and 
5,226 of frame. The log buildings 
are all located in the southern part 
of the state. One is in Brown county, 
another in Charlestown, another in 
Clark county, one in Dubois county, 
another in Gibson county, another in 
Monroe county and the last in War- 
wick county. 


The operation of the compulsory- 


education laws will be more thor- 
oughly put into effect this year. As 
a result of the first year's imperfect 
enforcement over 12,000 children 
were brought into the schools of the 
state for a full year's work last year, 
while probably 25,000 were forced in 
for the twelve weeks which it speci 
ftes must be given to acquiring an 
education. The cost to the state last 
year Was about $35,544.61. 
There 


were 837 truant oflicers and on an 
average they were paid $169 apiece. 
The trustees paid out $15,806.43 in 
clothing and buying books for thes; 
children. 


Last year the officers had much to 


contend with in enforcing the law 
and worked against old-time preju- 
dices, which have partially been 
overcome. The state has enacted a 
law to work hand in hand with the 
compulsory education requirements 
and that law rules against child 
labor, making It a finable offense to 
employ and work a child below the 
age of 16. 


There has been another complete 


change in school books in Indiana 
this year. There is much complaint 
and it is found that the new books 
have defect!. The punctuation in 
the copybooks it poor and there art 


breaki which an ludierotu. 


Corrections will have to be made at 
once in the books printed before they 
are used.

NOTES. 


The Kosciusko county 
infirmary 


has forty-six inmates, twenty-eight 
male and eighteen females. 


Wabash has a fmale pugilist who 


knocked out ex-Postmaster Hoover in 
one round. She paid a fine for her 
fun. 


Lionel Gilchrist, of Wabash, repre- 


sfnting the Big Four Klondike com- 
pany, has started again for Alaska, 
carrying with him machinery for 
working the company's cUims. 


The Beck ice houses near South 


Bend were destroyed by fire, together 
with seven horses and other valuable 
property. The houses were partially 
filled with ice, and the loss is heavy. 


Dr. H. A. Mumaw, of Elkhart, has 


been for years collecting curios of 
all kinds, most of them of scientific 
value, and it is his ultimate purpose 
to establish a public museum, with 
his collection of some 8,000 speci- 
mens as a starter. 


Some time ago the officers at War- 


saw threw Mrs. Lane out of her old 
home on ejectment proceedings. 
She 


resisted and a complaint was lodged 
against her charging assault and bat- 
tery. 
Now she has been convicted 


and fined $1 and costs. 


A butter famine exists in Miami 


county, owing to lack of good pastur- 
age. The dry weather has literally 
killed the clover and grass, leaving 
but little for the cattle to feed upon. 
In many households apple butter, 
which is very plentiful, is used as a 
substitute for butter. 


Ora C. Morningstar, whose father 


conducts a saloon and billiard hall at 
Rochester, this state, is creating a 
sensation as a billiard player in Chi- 
cago. He is a discovery of "Jake" 
Schaefer, and bears a remarkable re- 
semblance in his playing and per- 
sonal appearance to Ives. 


Peter Miller, the Warsaw man who 


a few months ago shot at his wife 
and 
then 
attacked 
her 
with 
a 


butcher knife, after which he fright- 
fully gashed himself in an attempt 
at suicide, has been sentenced from 
two to fourteen years in prison for 
assault with intent to kill. 


Three prisoners who were confined 


in the Elkhart county jail on trivial 
charges made their escape Saturday 
night, but their absence was unno- 
tided by the sheriff until 
Sunday. 


The escape was made by removing a 
register from the floor of the corridor 
of which the prisoners had the use. 
Frank Medlam, one of the prisoners, 
did not leave town and when appre- 
hended by the oflicers explained to 
them in detail how the escape was 
effected.

terday foreshadowed a lise in prices 
today. 


There was even a paity among the 


professionals who had become bulls 
for a turn, having been fortunate 
enough to secure storks at the low 
level of yesterday. 


Yesterday's recoveiy also brought 


some buying orders to commission 
houses from believers in the theory 
that the market had turned and had 
a clean, upward course before it. 


For the benefit of the outside buy- 


ing orders and for the uncovered 
shorts, prices were opened high and 
the free offerings at the high level 
made a very active market for a 
little time, at the end of which the 
opening gains in prices were pretty 
thoroughly wiped out.

Anderson, Ind., Sept. 19.—The In- 


diana Gas Belt Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation filed a suit in this and Grant 
counlies last night against the Indi- 
ana Natural Gas company, "supply- 
ing the Economic Fuel company of 
Chicago. The Indiana manufacturers 
seek to stop the piping of gas to Chi- 
cago and the suit is on three grounds 
—the first is based on the law of 
1889 which made it illegal to pipe 
gas from the state, the second under 
the law of 1891 which made it illegal 
to maintain a pressure of over 300 
pounds to the square inch, and the 
third is under the law of 1893 pro- 
hibiting the use of articial pressure 
to force the gas. The complaint sets 
forth that the Chicago company has 
three pumping stations and as each 
is using artificial means of pressure 
of over 300 pounds to the square 
inch to drive the gas to the point of 
deliveiy, 168 miles from the extreme 
southeastern terminal of the lines. 
The law of 1891 has been declared 
unconstitutional in several of the 
lower courts of Indiana, on the 
ground that it is at variance with 
the interstate commerce laws, but it 
has not been passed upon by the su- 
preme court.

It is to them we owe the safety of 
our institutions; it is the volunteer 
who has responded promptly, faith- 
fully and effectively to all calls when 
liberty has been threatened; no bet- 
ter men, no braver soldiers have ever 
marched under the flag of any nation 
than those who gathered at the call 
of President Lincoln to maintain the 
integrity of our nation. 


"Of all the honors that have been 


conferred upon me, of all that has 
been said and all that luis come to 
me through my professional woik, 
nothing is so flaUeiiuy. so gi.itily- 
ing or that I so highly appieciate as 
this assurance of the confidence of 
my friends and comrades. 


"I sincerely thank you and through 


you my comrades of Indiana for this

I am going to fit it up with tables and 
a coffee plant in the corner there where 
those steam pipes are. My plan is to 
provide a good place where the men 
can come up and eat their noon lunch 
and give them, two or three times a 
week, the privilege of a 15 minutes' 
talk on some subject that will be a real 
help to them in their lives." 


Maxwell looked surprised and asked 


if the men would come for any such 
purpose. 


"Yea. they'll come. After all, I know 


the men pretty well They are among 
the most intelligent workingmen in the 
country today, but they art, as a whole, 
entirely removed from all church influ- 
ence. I asked, 'What would Jesus do?' 
and, 
among other things, it seemed, to 


me he would begin to act; in some way 
to add to the lives of these men more 
physical and spiritual comfort. It is a 
very little thing, this room and what it 
represents, but I acted on' the first im- 
pulse to do thjs first thing that appealed 
to my good sense, and I want to work 
out this idea. I want yon to speak to 
the men when they come up at noon. 1 
have asked them to come up and sea 
the place and I'll tell them something 
about it." 


Henry Maxwell was ashamed to say 


how uneasy he felt at being asked to 
speak a few words to a company of 
workingmen. How could he speak with- 
out notes or to such a crowd? He was 
honestly in a condition of genuine 
fright over the prospect. He actually 
felt afraid of facing these men. He 
shrank from the ordeal of confronting 
such a crowd, so different from tbe 
Sunday audiences he was familiar with. 


There were hnlf a dozen long rude 


tables and benches in the great room, 
nnd when the noon whistle sounded the 
men poured up stairs from the machine 
shop below and, seating themselves at 
the tables, began to eat their lunch. 
There were perhaps 300 of them. They 
had read the superintendent's notice, 
which he had posted up in various 
places, and came largely out of curi- 
osity 


They were favorably impressed. The 


room was large and airy, free from 
smoko and dust and well wanned from 
tbe steam pipes. 


About 20 minutes of 1 Alexander 


Powers told the men what he had in 
mind. He spoke very simply, like one 
who understands thoroughly the char- 
acter of his audience, and then intro- 
duced the Rev. Henry Maxwell of tbe 
First church, his pastor, who had con- 
sented to speak a few minutes. 


Henry Maxwell will never forget the 


feelings with which for the first time 
he confronted that grimy faced .audi- 
ence of workingmen. Like hundreds of 
other ministers, he had never spoken to 
any gathering except those made up of 
people of his own class in the sense that 
they were familiar in their dress and 
education and habits to him.

A DEADLY BATTLE FOUGHT ON 


SABBATH DAY. 


BLACKS CRY FOR VENGEANCE 


TROOPS PATROL THE STREETS 


~ OJ1'CAHTERVlLLE. 


Cartervllle, ill., Sept. is.—Soldiers 


are patrolling the streets and guard- 
ing the mine property, against attack 
as a result of the battle in which 
five colored non-union miners were 
killed and two were wounded on 
Sunday. Although all is apparently 
quiet, it Is feared that a further out- 
break may come at any moment. So 
far no arrests of those who partici- 
pated in the shooting have been 
made. 


No arrests have been made 'and 


much difficulty is anticipated in dis- 
covering the identity of the white- 
men who did the killing. Hon. 0. 
J. Page, of Metropolis, and Postmas- 
ter James Landen were within twen- 
ty feet of the scene of the riots, Which 
began, they state, when one of the 
colored non-union miners fired a 
shot.

war of words and fired one shot, the 
bullet piercing the fleshy part of a 
small boy's hand. Miners appeared 
on the scene and the negroes at once 
threw stones at the men, who started 
down the main street of the city.

fifteen 


heavily armed men, who at 
once 


opened fire on the negroes. 


A RUNNING FIOHT. 


The negroes ran and were pursued 


by the miners. The colored men 
started to follow the switch which 
leads through the edge of the city 
and only one block from the busi- 
ness center. Three fell dead, riddled 
with bullets from the Winchesters 
of the white miners. Still the pur- 
suit was continued and when only 
one block from the police station an- 
other negro fell. A little farther' on 
Sim Cummings fell mortally wound- 
ed. Still the pursuit was made until 
not a negro was in the streets of the 
city, all who lived through the few 
moments of carnage being safe, It 
was thought, within the village of 
Greenville, which 
surrounds 
the 


Brush shaft. Later, however, two of 
the colored miners were found dead 
near the shaft. Cummings died after 
being taken to the city hall. Two 
others, it is said, received wounds. 


Eye-witnesses to the battle claim 


not more than fifty shots were fired 
and only three of four by the fleeing 
negroes.

from Pana to Carterville with the 
negroes who are now at work in the 
Brush mines. 


LONG EXPECTED. 


Sunday's clash between the white

The 
negroes were employed-at the mines 
of the Big Muddy Coal company.

npon. jut few people were on the 
streets at the time, many being at 
church and others at dinner. 


Two colored, men came into the city 


in the morning-, intending, as they 
claimed, ,to go to the county seat to 
attend, church services, there being 
no .coloredi church .in the city, 
in 


front of a meat market were several 
union miners whose places had been 
filled at the Brush colliery by the 
negroes, 
;The feeling toward the 


negroes in the city had been Intense 
for many.weeks and only.the pres- 
ence; of the state troops had kept the 
opposing parties apart. Words pass- 
ed between ^he miners arid the color- 
ed men left for the.mines, claiming 
a> they left that they, would return 
with Jhelp, arid us their men knew 
how to .shoot and were not afraid, 
they would run the union men out 
of the city. 


THIRTEEN CAME IN A BODY. 
A few hours Inter thirteen negroes 


were seen coming down the highway 
that leads from the Brush mine into 
the city.

cerns are scraping along as best they 
may in the hope that the future of 
the Island may be definitely settled. 


"The gradual withdrawal of the 


American troops has materially les- 
sened the amount of money in circu- 
lation. The hectic flush of unreal 
prosperity which many persons mis- 
took for genuine prosperity has died 
out. There .can be no return of pros- 
perity in Cuba until the farmers have 
been helped back to their homes. 


"In the country the desolation 


wrought by war and Weyler still 
continues, almost without abatement. 
The big planters have been able to 
do only a little toward the rehabili- 
tation of their properties. They have 
as yet been unable to obtain money 
with which to resume operations. 


"Money will not be forthcoming 


until the present conditions are set- 
tled. The sugar and tobacco growers 
favor annexation as a business meas- 
ure. Free trade with the United 
States would serve just as well. Cu- 
ban-politicians and office seekers 
want independence. Any method of 
giving them offices will satisfy them. 
The bulk of the people want only a 
chance to earn a livelihood. 


CUBANS NOT LAZY. 


"Any one who denounces the Cu- 


bans as a dirty, lazy, worthless peo- 
ple is guilty of. slander. Any one 
who asserts that the Cuban will not 
work speaks without knowledge of 
the subject. Cubans come to our re- 
lief farms in swarms to beg for u 
day's work. Not any of them come 
to beg for food.

The entertainment of the

A GOOD MEETING. 


Foreman T. J. Rodabaugh, of the 


Flttsburg paint department, arrived 
home Sunday morning from Phila- 
delphia, where he last week attended 
the annual meeting of the Master Car 
nnd Engine Painters' association, 
which was held in the Continental 
hotel. Mr. Rodabaugh says the 
meeting was one of the best in the 
history of the association,there being 
'120 delegates in attendance, repre- 
senting all the leading roads in the 
United States and Canada. One of 
the most interesting subjects to come 
before the convention was the clean- 
ing of passenger cars at terminals. 
This work Is most expensive as con- 
ducted at present, and the asoclattoii 
is endeavoring to devise a cheaper 
method. 


Although an agreement has been 


made by the railroads and lake lines 
to advance eastbound grain rates on 
a basis of twenty cents to New York, 
to go into effect today, says the In- 
dianapolis Journal, the advance is 
not likely to be enforced before Octo- 
ber 1. The delay will be due to the 
Lehigh Valley, which is unable to 
advance its rates on account of ex- 
isting contracts with shippers until 
September 25. The general rate situ- 
ation appears quiet, though it is not 
as satisfactoiy as could be wished. 
Many roads feel that as' the volume 
of traffic is very heavy and cars are 
scarce a general advance of 
rates 


ould be justified, and it is probable 


jefore the month expires steps will 


taken towards raising them. Rates 


on iron ore and steel will undoubted- 
y be raised before long, but it is said 
:o be impossible to raise the coal 
rates because a number of roads are 
carrying it under contract at fixed 
•ates and the contracts will not ex- 
pire until next year. It is reported 
that lumber rotes will be higher on 
account of scarcity of that commodi- 
.y, which is sure to be felt soon. 
Contracts have been entered into by 
western mills to supply 500,000,000 
'eet to Cecil Rhodes's Cairo-Cape Col- 
ony railroad in Africa, and this will 
keep the supply for American con- 
sumption so low that it may be nec- 
essary next year for this country to 
export it. This will cause an in- 
crease not only in lumber rates, but 
also in the price of lumber. As there 
Is business in sight to keep the rail- 
roads busy for 
the next 
twelve 


months it is reasonable to suppose 
that rates on all classes of goods will 
be higher than usual this fall and 
winter. 


TWO SLIGHT WRECKS.

Pittsburg roads last night. The en- 
gine hauling the first section of No. 
15 broke a valve yoke near Bucyrus 
nnd was unable to bring its train in, 
The engine hauling the second sec- 
tion of the train, brought both in.

A bursting air brake hose caused the 
derailment of two cars of the first 
section of train No. 80, on the Pitts 
burg road, yesterday afternoon. The 
accident happened near Convoy, Ohio, 
nnd the wreck crew was called out at 
2 o'clock. Nobody hurt and no seri- 
ous damage to rolling stock or track.
